HAT by Ancient Cuſtom and Uſage , every Freeman 
of the ſaid City, might exerciſe what Trade he chought 
beſt for his Livelihood, which Cuſtom , and all other 
Cuſtoms of the ſaid City, have been from time to time. 

confirmed, not only by ſeveral Charters of the Kings and Queens of 
this Realm , but alſo by Magna Charta, and other Acts of Parlia- 
ment. 

That the Perſons above-mentioned, have ever enjoyed thegnefic 
of the ſaid Cuſtoms, Charters and Acts of Parliament, until of late 
they have been moleſted by Informations in His Majeſties Courts at 
WeſtminSter , upon the Statutes of 7 Edw. 6. & 12th, of His Ma- 
jeſties Reign, although the former ACt was never put in Execution 
againſt them, or other Freemen heretofore in their condition, but the. 
Penalties thereof diſpenſed withall, by the Charters and Granrs of 
His Majeſties Predeceſlors. 

That the ſaid beadthgarrami.oaivr Frecmen (although not 
free of the Company of Vintners) have all of them ſerved their 
time to Perſons exerciſing the ſaid Trade, and by reaſon thereof are 
anskilful in any other Myſtery; and if (contrary to the ſaid Cuſtoms, 
&c.) they ſhould be deprived of exerciſing the ſaid Trade, they 
and their Families muſt be ruined, having no other way of Liveli- 
hood. 

That ſeveral Perſons free of the Company of Vintners, do at this 
time exerciſe other Trades within the fard City, without let or mo- 
leſtation. 

That it 15 bymbly conceiyed, That the Parliament never intend= 
ed to excluderthehanapda Sor of the Provilo in the ſaid 
A& of the 12th. of His Majeſties Reigr.,, made in favour of the Vint- 
ners; but that they ſhould be comprehended therein, and thetr 
Rights and Priviledges thereby conſerved. 
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
